I. The Reaſon of the Grant, 


The reaſon and ground of this Grant from the King, to- 
Him and his Heirs, &c. Was his Petition to the King, in 
which he ſer forth, His Fathers Services, his own Suffer- 
ings and Loſſes, in relation to his Fathers Efiate; And laſt- 
ly, His lng and cotly Attendance without fucceſs: In right, 
and conſiderationof which, the King was graciouſly plea(- 
ed to make the aforcſaid Grant ; to which Title, the faid 
William Penn adds that of the Natives by purchaſe from 


them. 
IV. Ofthe Country, and its Produce. 


It lies 650. Miles South of the Latitude of England; and as 
itis of the ſame ſide ofthe Line, fo iris abour the {ſame dc- 
gree with Mompeffier in France, or Naples in Ttaly: The Air 
is generally clear and ſweet, the Summer 1s longer and Hot- 
ter; and Winter ſhorter, and ſomcrimes Colder than in 
England : The Soil isfaidto be as good as any in thole parts. 
It commonly producerth Ozk, Cedar , Mutbery , Cheſaut, 
Watnut, Firr, Cyprus, Aſh, Beech, Popaler, Saxafras, Me- 
dater, Plimbs, Grapes , Peaches,Strawberries, Huckſeberries, 
Cranierries, Hopps, 8c. Engliſh Fruittakeskindly, and pro- 
ducer': {luddainly and plentifully: The Woodsare furniſh - 
ed with Store of Wild Fowl, as Turkeys , Pheaſants, Heath 
Cocks, Patridges, Pidgeons, &c. The Earth well Watered 
with Springs and Rivers, and theRivers ſtored with Fiſh, as 
Sturgions, Sheepſheads, Drums, Cat-fſh, Eeles , and abun- 
dance more : With Fowl, as Swans, Gray and White Geeſe, 
Duck , Milard,8c. The 'Corn of the Country uſed by the 
Indians, produceth four hundred fold, is Good and Hearty, 

both in Milk, and made into Bread ; the price twoShillings. 
fix pence the Buſhel : There is ailo good Erg/ſh Corn, as 
Wheat, Barly, Rye, and Oates; Wheat under four Shillings 
the Buſhel, Barly and Rye, under three Shillings the Buſhal, 
Oates about two Shillingsrhe Buſhel : There are alſo very 
good Peaſe, and Bens of ſeveral forts. The Beef is good, 
bur Pork is very Sweet: The Ref ar three nonce. the Pork ar

ewo pence half-penny the pound; Butter at ſix pence a 
pound, Peaches to Far, or make Drink of, at cight pence 
tae Buſhel ; a Cow and Calf about the Spring of the Year, 
at five pounds, a pair of Oxen atten pounds, a good Breed- 
ing Sow at thirty Shillings, a Toung good Breeding Mare, at 
cight pounds. Bur it isto be Noted, that thele foregoing 
p:iſcs and ſums, are to be paid with one half of the Value in 
tngliſh Goods, at the Rates they are bought atin England; 
for example, four pounds Eng/iſh paics for the Breeding 
=o bs that is Rated at eight pounds, the like with the 
reſt. 
The Country alſo abounds withſeyeral forts of Wild 
Creatures, as Ekes, Deer, Beavers, Racoons, Mincks, Mar- 
tins, Wild Catts, Otters, &c. {omeofwhichare good Food, 
and Cheap, as a Fat Buck at two Shillings Erg/zh Goods 
others of themconſiderable tortheir Furs: The way of Traf- 
fique, is ro ſend ro the Southern Plantations, Corn, Beef, 
Pork , Fiſh, Sider, andPipe/taves; the Skinsand Furs tor Eng- 
{ind. TheConveniency thatbclongstorhe Province in point 
of Navigation, isrwo told; the one through Cheſapeak Bay, 
and the other Delaware Bay, by which Shipsof great But- 
thenmaycomcand Trade to the laid Province.

Thoſe perſons that providence ſeems to have fitted for 
Plantations, are Indufrions-Husbandmen , Laborions Handi- 
crafts: As Carpenters , Ship-wrights , Rope-makers, Smiths, 
Brick:makers, Weavers, Taylors, Tanners,Coopers, Mil-wrights, 
Foyners , Shooe-makers , Turners , Potters,ſuch as dreſs Flax, 
Hemp, and Woot; With many others. 

It ſeems alſoa fitplace for Tounger Brothers, and Men of ſmall 
E/ates, who withtheInduſtry ofa few Servants, may in two or 
three yearstime, be plentifully accommodared; AlloallIngeni- 
ous Men, that arelovers of Planting, Gardening, and the like 
quiet, and uſeful Imployments. ; 

A Plantation ſeerns a. fit place for thoſe Ingenious Spirits, 
that being Low in the World, are much clog'd and op- 
preſſed about a Lively-hood ; for the means of Subſiſting be- 
ing caſy there, they may have time, and opportunity ro 
Gratify their Inclinations; andthereby improve Science, and 
help Nurterics of People. 

here arc another ſort of Perſons, not only fit for, bur 
neceſſary in Plantations; and that is, Men of Univerſal 
$pirirs, that havean Eye to the good of Poſterity ; and thar 
both underſtand, and delight to. promote good Diſcipline, 
and Fuft Government _— a Plain and Well intending Peo- 
ple: Such Perſons may find room in Co/ores, for their good 
Council and Contrivance, who are ſhut out from being of 
_ uſe or ſervice to great Nations, under ſettled Cu- 
ms. | 
Bur they that go, muſt wiſely count the Coſt, For they 
muſt either work themſelves, or be able to imploy others. A 
Winter goes before a Summer, and the fit work will be

thar, and their induſtry will ſupply them. Ir is Apprehend- 
ed, that Fifteen Pounds ſtock for each Man (who is firſt well 
in Cloaths, and provided with fitworking Tools for himlelf ) 
will (by the Bleſſing of God) carry himthicher, and keephim, 
till his own Plantation will Accommodate him. Burt all are 

moſt ſeriouſly cautioned, how they proceed in the diſpoſal 
of themſelves ; *Tis true, The Earth #the Lords, and the Full- 
neſs thereof; and it ſeems to many, to be the rime wherein 

thoſe deſolate Weftern parts of the World are to be Planted 
and have their Day, as 4a, Africa, and Europe have had 
( of which there are divers Propheſicsextant ) yer let all have 
a Reverend regard to God's Providence in their Remoyal, 
and be ſerious in it, rather ſeeking the Cemforts of retire- 
ment, and ſufficiency for Life (like the Bleſſed Patriarhs of 
old) than Eaſe, Fulne, and Wealth. 

And it is further Adviſed that all ſuch as go, would art 
leaſt ger the Permiſſion, ifnot the good Liking of their near 
Relations; for that is both Natural, and a Duty incumbent 


upon all: And by this means will natural AﬀeRtion be Pre-
